TROUBLE IN TOYLAND 

Police descended on the site of a Star Wars 
reenactment festival in North Sea last Sunday, 
after receiving calls from participants about 
potential violence. What they found under the 
tent was mayhem, brought about by a dispute 
over rules governing the proceedings. 

“This wasn’t just a bunch of guys dressed up 
like their favorite. Star Wars characters,” says 
Hamptons Police spokesman Larry Hirsch. “These 
guys had brought very sophisticated miniature 
‘spacecraft’ to reenact the epic space battles 


featured in the Star Wars films.” According to 


Hirsch, the miniature ‘spacecraft,’ which were 
actually radio-controlled drones, included scale 
replicas of the Millennium Falcon, the Death 
Star, and numerous X-wing fighters. “We’re 
talking thousands and thousands of dollars’ 
worth of painstakingly crafted, working models.” 

Apparently, some of the participants had 
ignored instructions not to use actual laser rays 
or other live ammunition in the course of the 
reenactments. “We don’t have a good read on 
who might have crossed the line first,” says 
Hirsch. “But when some participants started 
having their expensive drones shot out of the air, 
it seems all hell broke loose.” Accusations of foul 
play flew back and forth, and some participants 
came to blows. “When we showed up, we had to 
break up several fights, and we treated a couple of 
people for minor injuries,” says Hirsch. 

The festival organizers closed down operations 
for the day, but said they plan to regroup 
next year. 


OFFICIALS CONCERNED ABOUT LEGALIZATION 
Hamptons officials are raising objections to the 
proposed legalization of marijuana in New York 


State. Of particular concern to the officials is that 
Hamptons residents have been, up until now, in 
the officials’ words, “totally unexposed to this 
dangerous substance.” 

“East Enders, because they don’t live near 
areas where marijuana is grown or sold, 
have had no experience with this volatile drug,” 
reads a letter sent by Hamptons officials to 
Governor Cuomo. “What happens when 
it’s suddenly available? Upon their first ever 
exposure to this unpredictable narcotic, how will 
they react?” 

In the same letter, the officials argue that 
recreational marijuana should at least remain 
illegal in this particular geographical area. “By 
keeping the drug illegal locally, we will insure 
that the local, unexposed population will have 
absolutely no access to this harmful substance. 
While some may contend that people will drive 
some distance outside of the area to obtain legal 
marijuana, we prefer to think better of our pure, 
wholesome local residents.”

Looking Down as You Approach East Hampton Airport

ow here’s quite a surprise. While aircraft | 


landing at East Hampton Airport make 
so much noise, interfering with the lives of the 
people living beneath, it has now been nominated 
as one of the best airports in the world in 2019 for 
its scenic view out the window of your aircraft as 
you approach. It’s a contest. 

A group of prominent passengers flying with 
PrivateFly, a jet charter brokerage service, were 
asked to select their favorite airports to land 
at. They nominated 31, and one of them is East 
Hampton Airport—you look down and you see 
the long white beaches and the mansions and the 
people shaking their fists up at the planes—and 
now it’s time for the public to vote. 

Go to privatefly.com. There you will see the 
31 chosen nominees, including photos of the 
views out the windows. Click on the one you 
want to send to the semi-finals, the top 10. Then 
a winner will be chosen. Best aircraft approach 
in the world. 

I wondered how the winner got chosen, and I 
called and spoke to a woman named Sarah Cane 
at Zapwater Communications in Santa Monica, 
who is a publicist for this competition. She did 
not know how the ultimate winner was chosen, 
but she did remember the winning airport in

2018, when East Hampton was not on the list. 
It was Donegall Airport in Ireland. She said if I 
had any more questions, she could try to answer 
them. That seemed about it for me. So I thanked 
her and moved on. 

It was interesting to me that she was working 
at a firm in Santa Monica, because Santa Monica 
looms large here in East Hampton as the poster 
child of how to defeat the FAA in hand-to-hand 
combat over stopping the noise. Santa Monica 
Airport has solved its problem. The good people 
of Santa Monica voted to shut the airport down. 
And that is happening. Last aircraft service out 
of there will take place in 2028, after which that 
airport will become a park. 

East Hampton has paid lawyers to fight the 
FAA to get the noise tamped down or the hours 
of operation shortened so people below can 
get some sleep, or maybe—a drastic step—get 
the airport to cease operations. But all town 
decisions got reversed. 

For instance, in May 2017, the Town Board 
met after spending a good deal of money on a 
law firm that tried and failed to get an agreement 
with the FAA, agreed to part ways with that firm 
and instead hire a new international firm called 
Morrison Foerster, which, a Southampton Press 
reporter wrote, “was renowned for having won

a small town-owned airport there through a 
similar FAA application.” 

But two years later, the East Hampton Town 
Board hired another California firm, and this 
past week got a detailed report from him at their 
weekly town board meeting. He is Bill O’Connor, 
of the firm Cooley LLP, and an article about his 
report in The Independent is headlined “Attorney 
Who Took on FAA for Santa Monica Urges East 
Hampton to Play Tough. Town Told It Could 
Close Airport.” 

“[O’Connor]..knows a thing or two 
about shutting down airports for unhappy 
municipalities. He was the lead lawyer in a case 
in Santa Monica which after years of litigation...” 

At the meeting, according to the newspaper, 
O’Connor warned the town board there were no 
guarantees of success. But he suggested closing 
the airport and then negotiating acceptable terms 
to have it reopen. He also advocated getting 
help on the federal level, also meeting with the 
Eastern Region Helicopter Council. This should 
be considered in addition to other things, he said. 

You know, I’ve been writing stories in this 
newspaper for 60 years. And I’ve been following 
East Hampton Airport’s progress through the 
years. When I got here, the terminal consisted of 
a broken-down World War I barracks building 
for a waiting room—it had been trucked over 
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after the military base in Yaphank closed. I think 
mules towed it to the site. Around 1968, I wrote a 
story about how they needed more space and so 
had put an addition on the barracks building by 
asking a local farmer to bring over a chicken coop 
they could attach, which they did. Mice lived in 
the terminal building then. A framed black-and- 
white photo of it from the 1930s hung on the 
wall in the waiting room. The runway was grass. 
Then in 1989, Donald Trump opened a scheduled 
helicopter service to New York out of the place. 
Black choppers with TRUMP in giant gold letters 
on the sides idled noisily by the terminal, but that 
service ended two years later. 

‘L also wrote a story in 2016 about how I flew to 
Santa Monica one morning, spoke to the airport 
manager out there in the afternoon and learned 
how they made their agreement to close the 
airport, and then flew back that evening. 

But that was a lie. I was actually there for five 
days visiting grandkids whose mom and pop live 
in Santa Monica. So it wasn’t just one day I was 
out there. I meant it to be funny, saying I had 
done this all in one day. Call it literary license. 

Yes, they are closing it down. But there is a 
reason for it that is unique to this airport. The 
lawyers were just able to help it along. 

Santa Monica Airport was founded about the 
same time that East Hampton Airport was. It 
was. not originally an airport, it was an airplane 
manufacturing company called Douglas, which 
eventually sold the land to Santa Monica and 
then leased the property back from them as a 
tenant, and turned out military aircraft during 
World War II. When built, they'd fly out of 
there on a runway. Douglas moved in 1973, 


ending its lease with the Town of Santa Monica, 
which subsequently ran it as a pretty good-sized 
airport with four or five big buildings, terminals 
and hangers. 

In 1987, the City of Santa Monica signed an 
agreement with the FAA that limited noise to 
under 95 decibels and allowed curfews for times 
the airport would close. It was an open-ended 
agreement. Forever and ever. 


Three years later, in 1990, the FAA wrote new 


standardized agreements for all airports around 
the country (including East Hampton) with no 
expiration date. They probably considered it 
a mistake to have had no expiration date for 
noise and curfew as they had signed in 1987. 
Eventually, the FAA agreed the 1987 agreement 
preceded the 1990 one and so was grandfathered 
in, but they declared that earlier agreement was 
only for 25 years. Santa Monica disputed this. It 
went to court. It stayed there a long time. Soon 
Santa Monica, which owns the property, said 
they didn’t want the airport there anymore. And 
with that, a compromise was reached. The Santa 
Monica Airport could close, but it would be in 
2028. The city agreed to that, too. 

The point is that East Hampton’s agreement 
is forever and ever. Everybody's agreement is 
forever and ever. But the FAA made mistakes 
with Santa Monica. 

The FAA has been challenged around the 
country many times about forever and ever, 
and the Feds have always backed the FAA. 
How do you have standardized information, 
equipment and agreements in airports around 
the country and expect the aircraft industry 
to survive? Look up the rules for each one? 


Nope. They have all got to be the same. 

I think East Hampton should stop hiring 
Santa Monica lawyers, thinking what they 
did for Santa Monica is what they could 
do today. The FAA made a mistake there, I 
believe, and I don’t think they will make that 
one again. 

I should note that I have personally landed 
and taken off at 7 of the 31 airports in the 
running to be #1, and I can tell you four are 
really scary. _ 

At the airport in St. Maarten in the Caribbean, 
the planes come in low, just 30 feet above a 
beach filled with tourists waiting at the end of 
the runway who can almost reach up and touch 
the wheels of the big planes arriving. (Watch this 
on YouTube.) 

Saba is a tiny tip of a volcano, a three-mile- 
square island that sticks up out of the Caribbean, 
and the airport is so short that only STOL (short 
takeoff and landing) crafts can land there. The 
runway also has a hump in it. 

At the airport in St. Thomas, when I was there, 
the runway ended at the foot of a steep cliff at 
the foot of a mountain. Planes would screech 
to a halt to keep from hitting the mountain 
or the cars on a public road by that cliff, and 
especially the gas station there. (On a second 
trip there, the gas station was gone. Kaboom, 
I suppose.) 

At Cape Town, South Africa, you drop down 
suddenly over clouded Table Mountain for 
your landing. The same thing happens at Sofia, 
Bulgaria—but it didn’t make the list. 

In East Hampton, you fly in over people shaking 
their fists. £8.

E ast Hampton Town has just passed a new 
ordinance that requires residents to get an 
annual beach parking sticker on their car. You 
are thinking, didn’t they always require that? 
Every town requires an annual beach sticker. 

Well, yes they do—except, since the beginning 
of time, one. That has been East Hampton Town. 
Parking at Indian Wells Beach or Atlantic Beach 
in Amagansett has never required an annual trip 
to town hall for a beach sticker. 

There was a time, years and years ago, when 
nobody had to get a sticker on their car to park 
at the beach. But in the 1970s, the towns went 
berserk. Now you had to get an orange sticker 
to park at a beach in Quogue, a yellow one for 
Westhampton Beach, a red one for Southampton 
Village and so forth and so on. Not only were 
there different colors for each of the resident 
stickers in each of the nine villages and locations, 
there were still other stickers, more expensive 
ones, for parking on the beach for those who were 
not residents of these nine communities. It was 
a multicolored confetti of beach stickers if you 
wanted to get all of them. And buying all of them 
would set you back $1,000 and more. 

But East Hampton was an exception, though 
just for the residents. 

They had a rule. Drive over to town hall, 
write down your license plate and your resident 
information, go to the town clerk’s office, and you 


would get issued a white-and-blue beach-parking 
sticker absolutely free, to put on your car and 
good FOREVER. It meant you’d never have to get 
a yearly beach sticker. 

As a resident of East Hampton, I thought this 
was great. The sticker was small, and easy to stick 
on the inside of the backseat side window on the 
driver’s side. And there it would stay, year after 
year, visible to any ordinance officer. He would 
pass by. 

Of course, at a certain point, I’d trade in my 
car and get a newer car. When that happened, 
I would get in the backseat with a blade and 
very carefully remove the sticker, and then put 
it on the new car. This was not so easy, but with 
the mindset of a surgeon removing a liver to 
complete a transplant, I would ease it off, hold 
it carefully flat in the palm of my hand, and walk 
it over. 

This sticker got raggedy after a while, and soon 
I'd have trouble getting it off, but I’d be able, 
barely, to re-attach it with Scotch tape. Finally— 
this is over 20 years all this—I had to go into the 
Clerk’s office and show the sad remnant, to which 
I was told, quite happily, that I could get a new 
fresh FOREVER sticker for my new car. What 
was it again? A Jag? A Hummer? No matter! 

What a wonderful thing! But what’s happened 
now, in the last month, is a new ordinance that 
speaks to the fact that humans are not all they’re 
cracked up to be. They can be greedy and un-law- 
abiding and they’ve messed this up. 


There is a market now for old cars with these 
beach stickers on them. No, actually, it is not 
quite that. It is a little jack-up in the price.“ 
Here, this Lexus is nine years old and I just 
want $11,100 for it and it’s $11,000 according to 
Hemmings Motor News and $100 higher for that 
invaluable sticker on the side window.” 

This bit of fraud, possibly forgivable, is similar 
to the unforgiveable forged beach parking sticker 
scam that has been going on for years. Believe it 
or not, forgers are doing this. Looks like new. Is 
new. Almost exact. There are people sitting in jail 
for having done that. Don’t you do it. 

But the Town has figured out that there are 
likely hundreds, maybe even thousands, of 
FOREVER beach stickers on old cars that people 
bought as used cars from people who don’t even 
live here anymore. They don’t even know they’ve 
got a fraud going on. 

The Town probably considered sending out 
a news release asking all those nonresidents to 
please get those stickers off and destroy them. 
But then they'd have thought that won’t work. 

The ordinance just passed says that FOREVER 
is going to end on January 1, 2021. After that 
date—which is delayed to allow you two years of 
mourning—you'll have to be over the shock and 
ready to stop by Town Hall, because although 
your new beach sticker will still be free, it will 
only be good for one year. 

We regret all this. It’s not your fault. But we 
had to doit. g& 
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High Brow, Low Brow?

everal months ago, I got a brochure from 

Galerie St. Etienne in Manhattan that listed 
some of the works of art they had for sale. That 
was in the back of the brochure. In the front, 
over four pages, someone from the gallery had 
written a history of art and the art world, with 
reference to taste, motivation and finance, from 
the beginning of the Industrial Revolution to the 
present day. It was fascinating. 

Prior to 1850, most art in the Western world— 
read Europe—was created by painters and 
sculptors at the request of aristocrats. These 
aristocrats—kings and queens, often, together 
with their courtiers and royal advisors— 
determined what was art and what was not. After 
1850, however, the Industrial Revolution and 
the Age of Invention turned things upside down. 
So much wealth was created by 1900 that the 
gap between rich and poor widened. Also during 
this period, a middle class rose up, largely from 
among the great unwashed who were now doing 
well working in factories.

These people, however, did not, at this time, 
express much interest in great art. But they did 
demand a voice in the affairs of their governments, 
and so became Socialists: or Republicans or 
Communists or Royalists, and as the years went 
by they wrested control of their countries from 
these aristocrats, resulting in either democracies 
or dictatorships. Wars then created devastation, 
and in 1929 things came apart in the Great 
Depression. With that, the enormous wealth of 
many of these countries suddenly disappeared. 

After the Second World War, with America 
now in the lead, the engines of industrialization 
resumed once more in the Western world, this 
time with a more prosperous middle class who 
had the funds but still had little appreciation for 
art, and for what was or was not art. 

This created a new dynamic. Artists and writers, 
beginning around 1950, began to see themselves 
as a sort of intelligentsia whose job it was to tell 
the middle class what art was, and if they didn’t 
go along with it, hold them up for ridicule. It was 
the first time in history that artists rejected part 
of their own support base. 


Observers at the time looked at the situation 
and declared there were now only High Brow, 
Middle Brow or Low Brow people, and those 
in the latter two categories—the formerly great 
unwashed—needed to be educated. They now 
did begin to appreciate art, but it was a Low 
Brow art, which included comics, popular music, 
Hollywood films, illustrations and other things 
that the High Brow described as “kitsch.” 

“(The job of the high brow),” according to 

Harper’s Magazine editor Russell Lynes at the - 
time, “was to protect the Arts from the culture 
mongers, and to spit venom at those he suspects 
of selling the muses short.” 
' In 1945, the center of the art world moved, 
at the end of World War II, from Paris to New 
York. And into this mess came the likes of 
Willem de Kooning and Jackson Pollock, who 
dripped paints on canvases set on the ground, 
sometimes even from atop ladders. And with 
that, the center of Abstract Expressionism and 
Modernism shifted for a time to the East End of 
Long Island. 

It’s good to pause for a moment here and look 
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at how this dynamic between High Brow and Low 
Brow played itself out on the East End. This little 
ramble is not in the Galerie St. Etienne pamphlet. 

There had always been Bohemians, self- 
described High Brows, who had come out here. 
In the late 1880s, some visited East Hampton 
and clowned around here amidst the farmers. 
They put on the straw hats that farmers wore and 
called the nice inn they were staying at “Rowdy 
Hall,” for their troubling anti-social behavior 
there. In the 1930s, rowdy behavior by artists, 
actors, writers and filmmakers caused proper 
millionaires to add to deed restrictions that these 
properties should not be sold to “Entertainers.” 
(Jews were already in this category.) 

And so, in the 1940s and 1950s, American 

artists and writers swarmed into the Hamptons 
to revel in this area that had now been crowned 
the center of Abstract Expressionism. Jackson 
Pollock was a bad-mannered drunk in New York, 
though famous. One day, at a party given by 
his gallery owner, Peggy Guggenheim, he got 
so drunk that he peed in the fireplace, and she 
summarily banished him to the Hamptons by 
buying a home here for $5,000 and installing 
him and his wife in it indefinitely in exchange for 
some of his paintings. 
_ Edward Albee, the playwright, moved here. 
Playwright Arthur Miller and his wife Marilyn 
Monroe spent a summer here. Artist Willem de 
Kooning arrived. Writers such as John Steinbeck, 
James Jones, Peter Matthiessen, George 
Plimpton, Peter Maas, Leon Uris, Truman Capote 
and many, many others moved here to enjoy the 
intelligentsia already here, as well as the peace 
and quiet of this place, and they also rubbed 
shoulders here with the Wall Street billionaires 
who came as the result of an even greater gap 
between rich and poor in America. 

This current era is a new age, and it’s been 
compared to the Gilded Age at the end of the 


19th century. Many heroes of the time are — 


now celebrated and highly paid for what was 
formerly considered “Low Brow’—the bane of 
the intelligentsia—music, Hollywood, sports and 
fashion. And so we've had Billy Joel and Paul 
Simon, Craig Claiborne and Martha Stewart, 
Steven Spielberg, Eli Manning, JLo and P Diddy. 
And at the financial end, such players as Michael 
Bloomberg and Ron Perelman. 

It’s all become about the internet and social 
media. With its countless cat videos, airplane 
crashes, fake news, online games and online 
friends, in the art world, money began to rule. 
A single painting, Leonardo da Vinci’s “Salvador 
Mundi,” sold for $450.3 million at Christie’s last 
winter, and the fact is, returning to the leaflet, 
that “the art market is increasingly controlled 
by the major auction houses and a handful of 
high-powered dealers which have vast teams 
of registrars, preparers, social media mavens, 
researchers, writers and sales associates to 
achieve market saturation on a global scale.” As 
for galleries, there are just four galleries that 
count—Gagosian, Hauser & Worth, Pace and 
David Zwirner, and “everyone else is not them.” 

The leaflet quotes Marc Porter, Chairman of 
Christie’s Americas: “At the core of how we 
approach our business...is that there is an 
underlying story to tell about the collectors 
and their works of art which brings to life and 
excites buyers.” 

Today’s dominant narratives, it seems, are 
being written by auctioneers, the pamphlet states. 

It also blames the media. 


“Professional art criticism was effectively 
obliterated by a journalistic obsession—both 
in the surviving print media and online, with 
glamour, scandal and money.”

see themselves as some sort of 
intelligentsia whose job it was to 
tell the middle class what art was. 


But smaller galleries have banded together to 
be able to provide similar backstage support. 
The pamphlet calls the cities where networks 
of small galleries are now sharing space as “Art 
Basel Cities,” and they are seeding art- 
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world infrastructure to regional capitals like 
Buenos Aires. 

But looking at this, one wonders, what 
happened to the aforementioned High Brow 
intellectualism? Where does the idea of starving 
one’s self in a small, unheated garret for the sake 
of art belong in an age where the wealthy once 
again are the go-to people who can afford art? 

“The ascetic highbrows have been replaced 
by ‘thought leaders’ who kowtow to wealth 
and equate the ‘marketplace of ideas’ with the 
financial markets. Any pretense of a firewall 
between art and money has been abandoned... 
artists promote themselves.” 

The pamphlet concludes with the thought 
that perhaps the American Century is over, and 
directions and new ideas might appear in China 
or the Middle East. ga 
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Taking Dictation 


A Line Is Crossed, the Constitution Is Breached and Zeldin Favors It

t’s now apparent that the only thing standing 

in the way of President Trump’s simply 
dictating what he wants done, and then having 
people scurry off to do it or else, is the Supreme 
Court. Until a week ago, it included Congress. 
But now that’s gone. Last week, enough Congress 
members raised their hands to agree to give 
up their right to do what we sent them there to 
do—make laws and decide on where taxpayer 
money is spent. Unable to overturn an upcoming 
veto, it means it’s now okay for them to be a go- 
along Congress. 

Among those tiptoeing over to the great 
leader and clicking his heels was our very 
own Congressman Lee Zeldin, who, given his 
background, should know better. 

Zeldin. not only voted against the plan to 
scuttle Trump’s “National Emergency,” he also 
issued a press release aligning himself with one 
of Trump’s pet projects—allowing ICE agents 
to seize people while in police custody for 
matters such as a domestic dispute or driving 
while impaired. 

The trick to making this happen is that the local 
police, instead of keeping someone in custody for 
the few hours through arraignment and release 


to a later trial date, hang onto them in jail longer 
than they would normally be kept. While they 
are in jail, ICE is called in to take them away for 
deportation consideration. 

This despicable behavior, which was demanded 
by Trump, went on for a little while here in Suffolk 
County—the Riverhead correctional facility 
reportedly had a special lockup that was paid for 
with ICE money—until the New York Supreme 
Court ruled that it could not go on. State and local 
police departments are not in the immigration 
seizure business. 

Here are the specifics in the case People ex 
rel. Wells v. DeMarco. A man named Susai 
Francis—a citizen of India living in Northport 
who had overstayed his visa but had been here 
20 years—was charged with violating a Family 
Court order of protection, court documents said. 
He was detained, pleaded guilty to disorderly 
conduct and was sentenced to time served, 
but instead of being released, was held in a 
jail cell without any further charges against 
him, simply on the say-so of ICE, the lawsuit 
stated, who said they were interested in him. He 
should have been let go, as anyone else with no 
further charges. 

As a result of the court ruling, sheriffs in both 
Suffolk and Nassau issued instructions to their 


officers to obey the law set down by the State 
Supreme Court, and the practice ended. 

Congressman Zeldin’s support of Mr. Trump’s 
pet project, after voting to give up Congress’s 
authority on the “Emergency,” was spelled out 
in a press release urging the police departments 
in Suffolk County to do three things. 1) Increase 
cooperation with ICE. 2) Allow ICE a restored 
presence in detention facilities. 3) Allow ICE to 
delegate authority to local police forces so the 
local police could act as ICE deputies. 

Make no mistake. ICE is doing exactly the 
same thing to people that the KGB, the Guardia 
Civil and the Gestapo did in another place at 
another time. Seize and incarcerate people who 
are “unwanted” in (name of country) without 
due process. 

The county police chief responded to Zeldin’s 
request by ignoring him, and having an assistant 
tell the press that the Chief will continue to follow 
the law as set down by the State Supreme Court. 

Shame on our Congressman for not following 
his conscience, for not doing the right thing, for 
fearing retribution from his leader, for agreeing 
to give up the rights and obligations given him 
by the Constitution and for urging a seize-and- 
incarcerate program that is simply vile on its 
very face.

P roject MOST is a well-known nonprofit 
on the East End that has provided low- 
cost afterschool enrichment programs at East 
Hampton’s John M. Marshall Elementary School 
since 2000, and it expanded to the Springs 
Elementary School in 2007. This Sunday, March 
10, marks their 10th annual Empty Bowls benefit, 
which will help to fund a future, year-round 
space for the organization. 

In addition to its school-year offerings, Project 
MOST fills several sites with avid learners, from 
Pre-K through eighth grade, in their summer 
day camp, as well. This year, Executive Director 
Rebecca Morgan Taylor explains, “The Springs 
School will be under construction this summer, 
so we won't have a summer program, or access 
to the greenhouse there. We’ve been a site-bound 
program for the last 20 years; now we're feeling 
constricted by those walls.” 

Susan Hanley, Project MOST Development 
Director, adds, “We launched a capital 
campaign in November and added five new 
board members to help take our organization 
to the next level. We're searching for our own 
space to expand to weekends, school vacations, 
a full summer—not just afterschool anymore. 
We want to include seniors citizens in multi- 
generational programming for the whole 
community.” Presumably, Project MOST could 
then extend their mission to students of all 
ages, lifelong learners, “to approach life with a 
sense of joy.” 

Taylor, who has been working in the program 
for the last 15 years, says they've offered family 
events that involve parents for the past several 
years. The most popular have centered on 
cooking, and take place on evenings throughout 
the school year. Art and science programs have 
also caught on. 

Staffed in part, from September to June, by 
45 group leaders who are high school and college 
students, Project MOST is the largest employer 
of high school students in the area. In addition to 
wages, these leaders receive on-the-job training, 
as well as college and career counseling. Taylor 
reflects, “Absolutely the best thing is when 
students who came as kids are now working for 
us in high school and college. Some of them are 
in school to become teachers.” 

Hanley notes that the program’s enrichment 
teachers are world-class artists and other 
top-notch professionals, and that their team 
is constantly looking for talent in the 
community. As she says, “We're all very passionate 
about the program!” 

The “most” in its name comes from its mission 
to “create lasting change in our community and a 
pathway to the future...inspire a new generation 
of students to achieve their utMOST in life 
through outstanding afterschool programming

and personal, supportive relationships.” 

Teaching professionals and volunteers from the 
community offer students a wide range of topics 
and activities to choose from. These include 
kitchen science club, healthy cooking classes, 
STEM, academic assistance, soccer, Homework 
Club, cultural field trips, storytelling, English 
as a Second Language, swimming, yoga, dance, 
pottery, art, ukulele lessons, photography, health 
& wellness, as well as gardening in and around 
their greenhouse. 

As Project MOST Education Director Martha 
Stotzky says, “We teach many things at Project 
MOST. I think that one of the most important is 
where our food comes from, and how what we grow 
and eat impacts both the environment and our 
bodies. Our students have learned how to plant, 
maintain, harvest, and prepare a huge variety 
of vegetables over the years! I have been with 
Project MOST for 10 years, and I have seen how 
much broader our students’ tastes have become, 
and how they really understand the importance of 
gardening organically.” 

Hanley points out that by hosting over 
300 students a day, “we’ve served over 
6,000 working families over the years. But we’re 
not just here for working families, they are the 
majority, but some of our students are only 
children who need more social interaction, and 
we offer the convenience of different enrichment 
classes all in one place—we’re open to everyone.”

Summer Camps 
“Fame’ and Fortune: How Theater Camp Changed My Life 


ll never forget my first day of summer 

theater camp. I was 16 years old, obsessed 
with musicals (despite my lack of singing and 
dancing prowess) and signed up for a now- 
defunct program in my hometown. I was 
extremely nervous! Sixteen was a pretty late 
age to start going to a camp most kids had 
been participating in since they were much 
younger, and I only knew one other camper, 
so I was flying pretty blind. But at the urging 
of my extremely supportive mom and dad, 
as well as my high school drama teacher, I 
signed up. 

At first, I felt lost. All the other kids were 
so much more confident than I was. They 
all seemed to be in-the-know about things I 
had no clue about, like the fact that we had 
to “audition” in front of everyone—a scary 
prospect, even though everyone would be 
cast in a show. I fumbled my way through 
the audition, singing “Corner of the Sky” 
from Pippin in the wrong key and starting

the fear melted away when all the other kids 
applauded at the end of the song. I was then cast 
as an ensemble member in Fame, which would be 
rehearsed for several weeks and then performed for a 
public audience. 

That small role in Fame changed my life. As we 
rehearsed for hours on end, I found my dancing 
skills improving, and I got to know kids who I quickly 
found were in the same boat as me—kids who were 
interested in the arts but were previously too shy to do 
anything about it. The camp director, a college theater 
major at NYU’s Tisch School of the Arts, was pretty

She believed every person in the show was 
equally important and tried to give everyone a moment 
to shine. : 

As my theatrical skills sharpened and I made new 
friends, I also found myself growing in confidence. I 
came out of the closet as a freshman in high school, 
and though my family was supportive, I didn’t really 
tell anyone at school. But at theater camp, I definitely 
wasn’t the only gay kid, and soon realized I could be 
myself without fear of reproach or bullying. Even the 
straight kids were cool with it.

Fame turned out to be a huge success. 
The audience loved the solid production, 
which was completely run by campers, from 
the set to the band. Nearly 16 years later, I 
still keep in touch with my fellow campers 
from that amazing summer. We called 
ourselves the “Famers” for years after. So 
here’s my advice to you: If your kid wants 
to sing and dance and be creative, there’s 
no better opportunity in the summer than 
theater camp. It doesn’t matter if they don’t 
have the skills or experience the other kids 
have.

ig Brother and the Holding Company return to 

Suffolk Theater on March 17. It'll be a great chance 
to reconnect with the energy and power of mid-’60s 
San Francisco acid rock. You’re going to want to get 
your freak on! 

Because this music was meant for freaking out, 
the product of a very particular place and time, “San 
Francisco, from the Gold Rush on, was always a city 
that was very tolerant,” says Dave Getz, the drummer 
for Big Brother and an original member of the band. 
“The Beat Generation had settled here in the late ’50s, 
which was part of the attraction of San Francisco for 
me.” Getz relocated to San Francisco from New York, 
attracted by the “bohemian culture and freakiness,” 
not to mention the cheap rent of the time. 


Formed in San Francisco in the fall of 1965, Big 
Brother took part in a burgeoning counter-culture 
scene that was just starting to spread beyond the 
Bay Area. As the scene took off, San Francisco bands 
started to reinvent the very idea of the rock concert. 

“There were a lot of venues where we would play 
dance concerts,” recalls Getz. “It wasn’t like a sit- 
down concert, but a different kind of consciousness. 
Everybody could come and express themselves.” Getz 
remembers the first time he went to one of these 
dance concerts—he had yet to join Big Brother at the 
time—and being astonished to see all of the wildness 
on display.

an energy, connect to a vibe.” Getz acknowledges 
that some participants’ experiences may have been 
enhanced by certain chemical substances—LSD was 
still legal at the time—but emphasizes the spiritual 
dimension of the events. “It was like why some people 
go to church,” he says. 

In time the white blues and soul singing phenom 
Janis Joplin would come up from Texas to join 
Big Brother and the Holding Company for a while 
and move the band in a more disciplined direction, 
resulting in the smash hit “Piece of My Heart.” But 
in the beginning Big Brother moved through the San 
Francisco dance concert scene as a force of nature. “We 
would just play,” says Getz. “Create the energy, more 
like punk rock. We played everything very fast, and as 
loud as we could get it, like a whirlwind. I would break 
sticks, drum heads. We were the punk band of the 
psychedelic era.” In Getz’s view, this kind of music of 
the San Francisco bands was a catalyst for the counter- 
culture, providing the necessary energy for the wild 
abandon that became more and more a part of the 
experience of popular music as the ’60s went on, and 
which also characterized some of the anti-war protests 
of the later ’60s. : 

Big Brother and the Holding Company performed, 
with Janis Joplin singing, at the game-changing 
Monterey Pop Festival, which led to a major-label 
record deal. The album that resulted, Cheap Thrills, 
went to number 1 and is widely considered a classic, 
and yielded the band’s only Top 20 hit with “Piece 
of My Heart.” But Joplin soon left Big Brother 
over creative differences, and the band’s activities 
became sporadic. 

But they got back together in 1987 and are on the 
road now, and Getz is looking forward to the show 
at Suffolk. “It’s a great venue,” he says. “The band 
works really well in old refurbished theaters.” Getz 
notes that in 1968 Big Brother opened the Fillmore 
East, a legendary New York rock venue that itself was 
housed in a refurbished theater. And now that Suffolk 
Theater has a new sound system, Big Brother will have 
everything they need to summon that San Francisco 
energy. And all you need to do is freak out!

X. Sillerman. It includes two golf greens. 


3. $72.5 MILLION 
359 MEADOW LANE AND 660 HALSEY NECK 
LANE, SOUTHAMPTON
